In claim 4, line 15, the words - substantially translucent— has been added before 
the word textured. 

In claim 19, line 6, the words - substantially translucent— has been added before 
the word textured. 

Claims 22-27 have been canceled, as they were drawn to inventions that were 
non-elected without traverse. 

Claims 4 and 19 have been amended as a result of the conversation between the 
examine rand Mr. Grover. The examiner indicated that he would maintain the rejection, 
but that there was a distinction between the art (Fuse) and the current invention in that 
the light passed through the textured surface, where Fuse had an opening to allow light 
to pass. Mr. Grover proposed amending the claims to recite that the textured surface 
was translucent, which defines over Fuse in that if the outer surface of Fuse were 
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translucent, there would be no need for the opening to allow light to pass. There 
examiner agreed and the claims have accordingly been amended. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
claims are allowable, in that, as discussed above, Fuse does not have a translucent 
textured surface on the lenses. No other art taught or suggested this feature in a 
measuring device as claimed. As such, the claims are allowable.
